Members enjoyed this week-end camp just as much as the Easter camp on the 
same site three years ago. Twenty five made up the party this time, and they 
enjoyed activities ranging from swimming and under-water pursuits to scrambling 
over Cape Bernier in search of rock formations, bird-observing and botany. 

Birds were not very plentiful, but a good list of species was compiled. 

We tend to think of Black Jays (Currawongs) as birds of high altitudes, but we 
found them almost at sea level on the south side of Cape Bernier where there 
seems to be a permanent colony. A Grey Fantail's nest with two newly-hatched 
young was found over-hanging the beach and a long way from fresh water. 

Satin Flycatchers were very numerous. 

Very few plants were in flower, but one of these was the rather uncommon 
Duck Orchid (Cryptostylio subulata).
